THE CAUSE OF THE FIGHT. 

‘Itis well known that a great deal of illicit 
whisky-making goes on annnally among the 
mountaineers, and that the governnment is 
coostantly atiempting to collect the tax.“ as it 
were, but really to arrest the distillers, destroy 
their property and imprison or bleed them of 
whatever money they may have. The history 
ot north Georgia whis' y-raiding, when written, 
if ever, will show how little the government 
and ! ow much a hungry peck cf remorseless 
and heartiess spies and vampires have bad to 
gein by toe operations of ail these years. ‘ihe 
députy marshais and informers, by thar con- 
duct aud outrages upon persons and property, 
have long since fallen under the hatred and 
anger of the people whom they have hounded, 
and fearful of their own safety, have 
for several years refused to venture into the 
mountaias without strong body guards ef the 
goveraimeat soldiery. And, be it said fo the 
credit of the soldiers, no one of them has ever 
been heard to relish the servile work thus put 
Spon bim. It was this general gtieyaoce that 
led to the terrible cul tion that we have to 
record, but there was :

that doubtless brought on this bloody issue 
between the desperate mountaineers and those 
whom they believed were persecuting them 
unjustly. 
About a year ago two soldiers, while raiding 
distilleries in Gilmer county, shot down and 


liarly unusual, and, it has always been con. 
tended, unjustldable. The men were a: res ted - 
indicted and held for trial by ciril law 

But the cases were transferred to the f deral 
court in this city and beforea jury largely com- 
posed of ignorant negroes, ecquitted and turn- 
eu loose to again pursue their bloody work, if 
they saw fit. It was this mockery of justice, as 
they believe; and the feelimg that nothing of life 
or property were safe under such administrations 
of law, that doubtless led tue Gilmer county 
men to do this recent deed, whether of retalia- 
tion or self defense. 

THE EXPEDITION STARTED 
upon this occasion from Atianta on Friday a 
week ago, comprising portions of several com 
panies from McPherson’s barracks. They ac- 
companied Revenue Agents Grimmison, Cham- 
berlain aad others, and since that time, divided 
into detachments, haye been raiding through the 
counties of Haralson, Pickens, Fannia, Gil- 
mer and other counties. One of these detach- 
ments from company E. second U. S. infaniry, 
under Captain Cook, was sent into Gilmer coun- 
ty, and as detailed in the dispatch from agent 
Chamberlain, was attacked on Friday night. 
THE SK'RMISHES, 

as far as we can gather, occurredin the follow- 
ing manner: 

The command reached a house near Frog 
mcuptaiu, eise to the Fannin line, about 
nightfall, and balted there. While the officers 
were in and about the house, they were fired 
upon by about thirty distillers, who were appa- 
rently in ambush, and Lieutevant Molntyre 
fell, mortaily wounded. There was 4 brisk 
skirmish, and the troops were forced to retreat. 
leaving the body of the dead officer in the hands 
of those who composed the attacking party. 

Reinforcements were received in response to a 
courier message from across the mountains, and 
a larger force was sent back to recover the body 
of Lieut. McIntyre, This command was also at- 
tacked by the mountaineers, but it is re ported 
that the attack was repe led with a loss of three 
men tothe guerrillas, and the body was re- 
covered. No captures are reported, aad indeed 
there are no definite pirtieulars from the seat 
of wur, since it is some sixty tiles from the 
nearest railroad station to the scene of the

HERE TROUBLE BEGINS, 

This last bill is not only approved by the 
generai council of Atlanta, but by the people 
of the city and state, and we trust the legisla 
ture will do che public the justice of stamping 
out utterly the former messure and of adopt- 
ing this one The purpose is to prevent the 
turning of a lotiery wheel in Atlanta The 
people of Atlanta indorse the suggestiou. 

While it is true that the wheel is to be turned 
here it is said to be solely to determine the 
lottery chances invested in by people in other 
stat s.

Why not 
turn it in New York? The reason is plain—it is 
because the state of New York. in common 
with every other state in the Union, except 
Louisiana, prohibits and punishes eriminally 
the turning of tery wheels. In Louisiana thie 
Howard compa has an exclusive privilege 
aud policy sha ben cannot buy, with all his 
wealth, the ri to give one of his wheels a 
revolution in Atstete. But he comes to Geor- 
gia and asks t.é privilege of setting up a gam 
bling instrument (virtuousty, not to corrupt the 
Georgia people), and says he will pay fifteen 
and twenty thousan’ dollars a year o the or- 
phans' school for the privilege of making our 
state exceptional in licensing such a scheme, and 
assistivug him in corrupting and fattening off 
the earnings of the people of other states. Our
